Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  U.S. 
agricultural  trade  surplus  for  March  was 
$1 .5  billion,  3  percent  above  February 
and  1.5  percent  below  March  1993.  The 
October-March  cumulative  surplus  was 
$9.8  billion,  9  percent  below  the  same 
period  in  fiscal  1993  (table  3). 

Exports  Increase  -  March  exports  rose 
13  percent  to  $3.9  billion.  Grain  and 
feed  shipments  jumped  15  percent  in 
value  to  $1.2  billion.  Meat  shipments 
were  up  20  percent  in  value  from 
February  with  fresh  and  frozen  beef 
shipments  to  Japan  close  to  $150 
million.  Fruit  shipments  rose  17  percent 
in  value  to  almost  $200  million.  Vege¬ 
tables  also  increased,  rising  27  percent 
to  $319  million  after  a  month’s  decline. 
Nut  shipments  rose  by  26  percent  in 
value  to  $109  million.  Because  of  rice 
shortages  in  Japan,  year-to-date 
shipments  there  have  reached  233,000 
tons  compared  with  less  than  1 ,000  tons 
for  the  same  period  last  year.  Total 
fiscal  year-to-date  agricultural  exports 
were  $600  million  less  than  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  in  March  totaled  2.6 
million  tons,  up  260,000  tons  from 
February,  and  27  percent  below  March 
1993.  China  purchased  335,000  tons, 
and  Pakistan,  the  Philippines,  and 
Sri  Lanka  purchased  slightly  over 
200,000  tons  each.  The  former  Soviet 
Union  took  215,000  tons.  FY  1994 
shipments  were  10  percent  below  FY 
1993. 

Corn  shipments  for  March  were  up  30 
percent  to  2.8  million  tons,  650,000 
above  February.  Shipments  were  18 
percent  lower  than  March  1993.  Japan 
led  in  purchases,  at  1.1  million  tons, 
followed  by  Taiwan  with  about  half  that 
amount.  Year-to-date  exports  were  14 
percent  below  FY  1993. 

Soybean  shipments  continued  their 
3-month  decline,  falling  by  386,000  to 
1 .4  million  tons.  Mexico  took  269,000 
tons,  up  slightly  from  February.  Japan 
with  240,000  and  the  Netherlands  with 
200,000  both  reduced  purchases  from 
the  previous  month.  Taiwan  increased 
imports  to  189,000  tons.  October-March 
soybean  shipments  were  down  22 
percent  from  FY  1993. 


Grain  sorghum  exports  declined  17 
percent  in  March  to  672, ObO  tons. 
Mexico  imported  65  percent  of  total  U.S. 
exports  at  439,000  tons  followed  by 
Japan  at  176,000  tons.  Fiscal  1994 
cumulative  shipments  were  33  percent 
behind  fiscal  1993. 

Cotton  export  volume  rose  46  percent  to 
1 62,000  tons.  China  bought  28,000, 
and  Korea  20,000  tons.  Fiscal  year 
exports  were  14  percent  higher  than  last 
year.  Chinese  imports  surged  from  only 
1 60  tons  in  all  of  fiscal  1 993  to  over 
1 0,000  tons  so  far  this  fiscal  year. 

Imports  Reach  New  High  -  Imports 
reached  a  record  $2.4  billion,  19  percent 
over  February  with  widespread  gains. 
Grain  and  feed  imports  helped  shift 
import  numbers  up,  with  increases  far 
above  other  major  categories.  Cumu¬ 
lative  fiscal  1 994  imports  reached  the  $1 
billion  level  in  March,  almost  50  percent 
greater  than  FY  1993.  Wheat,  barley, 
and  corn  shipments  from  Canada,  and 
oat  shipments  from  the  European  Union 
(EU),  are  behind  the  increases.  Oilseed 
and  oil  imports  from  Canada  have  been 
high  through  fiscal  1994,  reaching  a 
cumulative  total  of  just  over  $300 
million.  Beef  imports  increased  sharply 
in  March  because  of  continued 
increases  in  shipments  from  Canada.

Coffee  Prices  Skyrocket,  Shipments 

Fall  -  Coffee  prices  have  been  rising 
dramatically,  reaching  $1 .26  per  pound 
in  May  for  Brazilian  coffee  on  the  New 
York  Exchange,  compared  with  less 
than  50  cents  per  pound  in  March  and 
April  1993.  The  sharp  increase  is 
partially  due  to  export  retention 
schemes  by  28  producing  nations.  Key 
producers,  led  by  Columbia,  held  back 
20  percent  of  their  export  market  coffee 
to  boost  export  prices.  As  a  result,  U.S. 
coffee  stocks  were  drawn  down  28 
percent  in  March  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  Coffee  imports  for  fiscal 
1994  are  28  percent  behind  last  March. 
However,  value  is  down  only  2  percent. 
The  retention  scheme  ended  in  April, 
but  low  stocks,  increasing  consumption, 
and  poor  crops  in  Columbia  and  Brazil 
will  continue  to  boost  prices.
